4* According to Oberlandesgericktspraesideat TTerner BASRBS, SGHRGSBBiiRS Is a 
well educated, extremely competent lawyer whom he has esteemed highly as a collegue 
Be described him as being a strong man both physically and in his oheraoter. At 
the -ame time, ha is reputed to be very human and approachable - In foot, the only 
critical comment heard about him is that he aoextimee appears too friendly and 
therefore, not (jaite genuine. His change of positions from Federal ft*oeeouting 
Attorney to Attorney General in the Provincial Court District, appears on the 
surface At least, to have been a demotion. President Beams admitted that his 
present position does nor carry the sans prestige as that of Federal Prosecuting 
Aviorney* although the salary is ohly slightly leset but he stated that

However , 
there has been no indication thnt he has arrived near the top of his profession 
except by hie own merit and ability.

1« According to Berlin Document Center files, OCHRtTBBBE.'tS was an 
ttaterwachmeister dor Reserve (Reserve Sergeant) in the SS. Since faterwaohtmelster 
was a police rank, it is possible that SCHRUEBBiiHS was a member of a police unit 
whioh was activated for SS duty. 

2 . This office has no information available at the present time on those 
factors whioh may have influenced the selection of SCHBUSBBKRS for this appointment! 
ith the exception of a very extensive legal background, he does not appear to 
teeese exceptional qualifications for the highest security position in 7.est 
'many. This does not eliminate however, the possibility that his appointment may 
ive been planned to solely provide a figurehead for the agency, and not an 
tdividual who would become involved with intelligence operations. 
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
